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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


| A $7,787,105 increase in interest earnings on the investment of inactive state 
funds was recorded during the first quarter of fiscal 1978-79, compared to the 
same quarter in fiscal 1977-78. 

Interest totaling $13,737,831 was earned from July 1 through September 30 
of this year, compared to $5,950,726 in the first quarter of fiscal 1977-78. 

__ And interest earnings in the recently completed first quarter climbed to more 
than half of the record high $24,633,619 in interest earned during the entire 1977- 
78 fiscal year. 

The average daily balance of inactive state funds held in interest-bearing 
deposits during the record-setting first quarter was $556,082, 139. 

General revenue receipts of Missouri government from July through Septem- 
ber showed an increase of 14.68 percent over the comparable period of the pre- 
vious fiscal year. Total general revenue receipts were $363,313,842, representing 
an increase of $46,502,990. 

Corporate income tax receipts in the first quarter totaled $23,333,539. 
The amount represented an increase of 16.47 percent. Individual income tax re- 
ceipts were up 12.46 percent on revenue totaling $127,144,574. 

Sales tax receipts during the three-month period were $179,648,536 for a gain 
of 11.63 percent. Receipts from liquor, beer and wine taxes recorded the first 
marked gain in many months, rising 8.24 percent. These receipts totaled 
$6,456,815.
